Bawling Greon, Ky.. July 11.—tSpe¬ 
cial.]— Defense of "States' rights" and 
condemnation of the usurpation by the 
National Government of the powers 
and prerogatives which rightly belong 
to the 9ta*tes themselves was the key¬ 
note of the speech delivered here to¬ 
night by the Hon. Judson Harmon. At¬ 
torney General In President Cleveland'- 
Cabinet. The address wad delivered be¬ 
fore the State Bar Association, which 
began its sessions here thiLs morning. 

Mr. Harmon said the people of the 
country need- rulers and wise officials, 
but they do not need guardians, and 
aro fully able to care for their own af¬ 
fairs. He sadd that If the Constitution 
needs change, that change will be made 
by the people themselves, and It will 
not be n«?ee*airy for any one man to 
sot himself up as knowing bolter what 
the people want than do the people 
themselves. While Mr. Harmon men¬ 
tioned no names, the Inference In his 
remarks was that President Roosevelt 
has arrogated to himself rights and 
powers whidh ahould belong to the 
States and not to the National Gov¬ 
ernment.

The people of the various States dif¬ 
fer somewhat In their needs, ideas and 
methods, but tins only discloses the indi¬ 
viduality width make* them true Com¬ 
monwealth*—the soverlgn Many which 
with gems for their own dltid-ema crowned 
the sovereign One.

States* Rights Different Now. 


Mr. Harmon's speech on the mubject 
"E Pluribus Unurn" in part is as fol¬ 
lows: 

I recall to notice, though they can hard¬ 
ly be forgotten, the recent public declara¬ 
tions of two Federal officers whose per¬ 
sonality as well as position gives weight 
to their words. These were, in effect, tliat 
It is tin- right and duty of the Federal 
Govern mem to step In whenever, in the 
Judgment of tho men In cha<rgo of It. tho 
State Oovermittols fail to act, or u> act 
effectively, concerning matters which ar*.- 
assumed to require action by some gov¬ 
ernment. 

One of these officials gave as his author¬ 
ity for tills startling proposition a theory 
advanced by James Wilson, one of the 
framers of the Constitution. But he over- 
looked the fan? J*at thl* !*«•* wan rejected 
by the convention 

In one of its unanimous decisions, whkch 
we always grateful.} receive, the Supr in? 
Court decided that "this Is a government 
of enumerated newrrs as clearly appears 
from the Constitution" and Is "mude ab¬ 
solutely certain by the Tenth Amend¬ 
ment. ' by which r, the powers not dele¬ 
gated to the United States by the Consti¬ 
tution nor prohibited by It to tive Btate 
are reserved to the Sta»te respectively or 
to the people." 

The o.ther official declared, without re¬ 
sorting even to tih* view* of a framer for 
Justlfkwtlon. that If the State govemnu nts 
should fall In their duty “sower or later 
constructions of the Constitution will be 
found to vest the power where It win be 
exercised In the National Government."

, Threat To Rob States. 


This Is simply a threat to rob the States 
or the people of powers reserved to them, 
and to do it by applying to their grant 
and reservation the ingenuities of legal 
sophistry: for that Is Just what "finding 
constructions" means. They aro to be 
hunted for with discovering intent. 

In view of tho many decisions of the tri- 
bunaJ of supreme authority, we might 
l ^ rea l likely In spite of 
its high source, but many things can be 

l!) 0 *. 0 !! att ompted by the Government 
which do not come before the courts be- 
cause they can decide only questions 
which arise between parties. The execu¬ 
tive and legislative departments have in 
many Instances to act on their own con¬ 
struction of the Constitution, which lias 

.« n . ?° ^ccuard or sanction except the 
official oath; and What they do often doe* 
not or cannot beoome the subject of liti¬ 
gation. 

Wo have, however In view* csperiully of 
the kites: and most timely decision, tho 
security that any such usurpation on the 
ground of ival or supposed necessity must 
now be made consciously. 

While these extraordinary proposal* 
have attracted wide notice, souk* persons 
are seeking to Justify them on grounds 
or convenience and many condemning 
them on grounds of law and reason, I 
have noticed hardly a reference to their 
utter repugnance to the very nature and 
essential principles of popular govern¬ 
ment. 

Supreme nuthorlty reside* in the peopl?, 
who have solemnly established the mode 
and manner In which alone their will is 
to be made known. They have with the 
utmost care and deliberation decided to 
Invest the Federal Government with cer¬ 
tain powers and their respective Stare 
Governments wlith other powers All 
powers not granted they have chosen to 
retain until they think boot to grunt 
more. 

Now who Is to decide what Govern¬ 
ment or the other shall have additional 
powers or powers already grunted to rn© 
be transferred to the other? Any official 
who pi\>pn*e 0 to do something he hat i*»t 
been authorized to do because he thinks 
the Interests of the public require it to 
be done arrogates to himself the right 'o 
deride this for the people and to appoint 
himself their agent w carry out the de¬ 
cision. He assumes that he knows bet¬ 
ter thun his sovereign, the people, what Is 
host for them; because their failure lo 
act 1 b itsolf a decision that if the public 
agencies they have created cannot ac¬ 
complish everything to be desired, with 
the authority they already have, it \» bet¬ 
ter to submit for a time to present In¬ 
convenience. trusting to their own re¬ 
sources to find a wuv to avoid it than 
to run the unknown risks Involved in 
experiment's by Federal agencies with 
new and untried power*.

People Will Make Change. 

"When the r*<»p!e wish the Constitution 
changed they will surely change It them, 
solve*, as they have always done, but 
they will t^ko the time and u*«? the de¬ 
liberation havH thtamt*dve« provided 

to guard against hasty and inconsiderate 
action. The Constitution had to I*- and 
was adopted by the people of all the 
States. Each of them con Ren ted to bo 
bound by amendment* adopted by lo** 
than all. but only on condition that: *hey 
be made In the manner agreed on by all. 

Meanwhile the people need officials who 
will serve them with seal and with fidel¬ 
ity to the trust* confided, which cover* 
the limitation ns well us the duties of 
thoir trust*. They need leader* to .study 
and propose and advocate lawful meas¬ 
ures for their good. But they do not 
no««d guardian*. A popular Government 
must from Its nature often be |r-*« 
prompt and effective than one with grcit- 
er powers and con •'em rat Ion and few r 
restraints, but our people have preferred 
the broader Individual freedom It affords 
because the mean* of happiness increase 
with personal liberty ana diminish as 
official expense and interference multiply. 


The term "States* rigid*" no longer tm- 
pli<*, as for a time It did, a wish to deny 
or unduly restrict Federal power*. On 
the contrary, one of the tights or the 
people of the States which has come to be 
most highly valued is to have the federal 
Government employ the authority trans- 
ferred to It so that the ends ifi vk-w may 
Vie accomplished, became it now has side 
Jurisdiction of the subject* placed *n Us 
charge It is a trustee is perpetuity, am 
the State* and their people aro the so.

It 1 r not always easy to hold the course 
marked l»y the old familiar staia when 
difficulties appear and men with brilliant 
tlnehllghts invite to ways which they are 
sure will prove shorter and better. But 
If we ant to yield to the temptation to 
follow* them we must promptly throw off 
our aocustomed sense of security, so 
that whatever befalls we shall at least 
not be taken unawares.

Wife Sobs During Stcry. 

As be told of his boyhood that began 
with toil at the age of nine and gave 
the history of his family, his invalid 
wife, who sat Just to tho left of the 
witness stand, began sobbing softly. 
Her m-otbenr-irHlaw and her nurse soon 
c run for ted her. however, and during the 
remainder of the afternoon sho and the 
others of Haywood’s kinsfolk remained 
quiet but deeply concerned auditors. 

Haywood's testimony was chiefly 
characterized by positive denials of the 
allegations mude against him by the 
prosecution.

Mayor Getchell acknowledges that a 
Japanese w»as arrested, that he was 
drawing plans of the fort, that he was 
not a servant, but a stranger, and that 
there Is heavy punishment for the of¬ 
fense. He declined to give the Japa¬ 
nese’s name and would not say what 
he had done with the prisoner. 

Washington Not Informed. 

Washington, July 11 .—It was stated 
at the War Department to-night that 
no report had been received there re 
garding the arrest of a Japanese at 
Fort Rosecrans, near San Diego, while 
sketching fortifications. 


NO UNFRIENDLY ISSUES, 


Declares Two Distinguished Japanese 
Officials. 

Now York, July 1 L—Two distin¬ 
guished Japanese tok occasion to-day 
to declare in no uncertain terms that 
there were no unfriendly issues be¬ 
tween the tjntted States and Japan, and 
to decry the undue Importance attrib¬ 
uted by som to trivial IneldnLa. 

The champions of peace and friend¬ 
ship between the two countries were 
Admiral Baron Yamamoto, a guest cf 
the city, and Viscount Aokl, the Jap¬ 
anese Ambassador, who came over 
from Washington this morning to at¬ 
tend the reception and luncheon giv¬ 
en by the Japanese Society of America 
In honor of Admiral Yamamoto. 

In the course of & formal statement 
Ambassador Aokl said: "There exists 
between the two Government* no dif¬ 
ference or 111 feeling of whatever sort. 
There is not the alighte«i cause for 
anxiety In the Japanese-American re¬ 
lations, and if there Is ajiy anxiety it 
Is not because of the actual existence 
of any difficulty between the two coun¬ 
tries, but because of the domogugic in¬ 
fluence of some unwarranted press 
talk, tliat often tendu to deceive tho 
public Into a whirl of tempestuous 
rage."

Cordial Relations Firm. 


Speaking at 4.he luncheon at the Ho¬ 
tel Astor, Admiral Yamamoto said 
among other thing*: "Our Interests, 
commercial and otherwise, are so inti¬ 
mately Interwoven and the cordial re¬ 
lations between us of fifty years' Ptand- 
lng are of so firm a nature, <tfcat I can 
confidently affirm thal they will never 
be destroyed by nrero *trifling incidents. 

“Men are essentially prone to be con¬ 
trolled by pentlments, and it Is the duty 
of th<**e in leading poaltlors to me 
that they are always guided in the 
path of righteousness and that they are 
not led astray." 

Admiral Evans said that when the 
newspapers of this country stopped 
making war between Japan and Amer¬ 
ica. the people would come to their 
reuses an<l a better feeling would ex¬ 
ist all around.

VISITS NAVY YARDS. 

Japanese See How Uncle Sam Build* 
Battleships. 

New York. July 11.—Admiral Bar¬ 
on Yamamoto, former Minister of Ma¬ 
rine of Japan, who, with a staff of Jap¬ 
anese naval men, has been inspecting 
the shipbuilding plants and gunneries 
of Europe, began his tour of American 
naval yards and shipbuilding estab¬ 
lishments to-day by visiting the New 
York navy yard and Brooklyn. Escort¬ 
ed by an aide to Rear Admiral Good¬ 
rich, commandant of the yard, Admiral 
Yamamoto left his hotel early In civil¬ 
ian dress, his visit being of an unoffi¬ 
cial character. 

After a greeting by Capt. J. D. Ad¬ 
ams. acting commandant of the yard, 
the Japanese Admiral wa* escorted 
■through some of the buildings where 
naval stores were kept and where the 
clothing for the men of the navy is 
manufactured: but he did not visit any 
of the buildings where the more Im¬ 
portant work of the yard is done. He 
was taken on board the Connecticut, 
greeted by Rear Admiral Evans and 
shown about the battleship. He then 
boarded a launch and returned to Man¬ 
hattan. 

Afterword he was to be tendered a 
reception by the Japanese Society of 
New York at the Hotel Astor, at which 
Viscount Aokl. the Japanese Ambassa¬ 
dor; Rear Admiral Evans and some 
other officers were present. 

IN WAR TRIM. 

American Fleet Will Proceed As 
Though Enemy Was Near. 

Washington. July 11.—When the 
American battleship fleet starts on Its 
! 13,000-mile cruise to the Pacific ocean 
It will proceed under war conditions. 

1 Imaginary enemies will be discovered 
en route, which will have to be re- 
! pelled; the ships will steam In different 
! formations; at night searchlights will 
! be used to pick up other vessels and to 
signal, and wireless telegraphy will be 
employed for conveying orders and In¬ 
formation.

For this reason the Navy 
Dopurtmonrt is anxious that only offi¬ 
cers be attached to the ships who can 
stand the work and who are young 
enough to derive benefit aj»d to use the 
experience for the advantage of the 
country.

right Mr. John D. Rockefeller. It is said. 
Is worth seven hundred million dollars. 
All the proj>erty in the State of Ken¬ 
tucky does not exceed In value eight hun¬ 
dred and twenty-four millions. We have 
about 2,300.000 people. Without Impair¬ 
ing or undermining the great right of 
private property—without paralysing the 
energies, the talents or the genius or Im¬ 
peding the heroic achievements of any 
man -we can safely «Ay that no man in a 
republic should be allowed to own more 
than all the people of a great State of 
the Union. We can at least suy that 
that fortune has passed all reasonable 
limits In a republic. We know that such 
a fortune has not been accumulated In 
a single life by mere thrift or genius;

Cure For Disease. 


How shall "swollen fortunes" be pre¬ 
vented without Impairing the right of 
private prpoerty? We can do it to some 
extent at least by publicity and by tax¬ 
ation. and by rigidly curtailing all special 
favors under the law. We can at least 
prevent the transference of such a for¬ 
tune by inheritance, by will or by gutio 
take effect at the possessors death. The 
State lias the right and the power to do 
thAt much at least. It can, if It will, 
escheat that excess. By he of out-

Theory of the Tax. 


A aucoeflw.on or inheritance tax is a tax 
upon the privilege of transform* property 
by wtU or by inheritance under a statute 
of descent or by a gift from a living per¬ 
son to take effect at or after the death of 
the grantor. Such a tax !e not a tax 
upon the person nor a tax upon the prop¬ 
erty Itself, but a tax upon the privilege 
of making the gift by the permf«»:on of 
the State The right of on© who pro¬ 
duces or Improves property fasts, by the 
consent of society, only while he Hives, so 
much la conceded for hJs protection and 
tt> encourage his aetlvCtlea; but. when he 
die* hi* control must cease except upon 
such terms u 9 the State, for the benefit of 
society, may fix. A large part of the bur- 
d**ns of every Government Is due to the 
oust of protecting private property, and 
the Government, therefore, has a Just 
right to claim some Indemnity for this 
protection. t . , . 

8u<*.h a succession tax may be designed 
(t) either to rul*fc> revenue or (2) to pre¬ 
vent the transfer of "swollen fortunes" 
at the death of the possessor*. It has 
hitherto been designed merely as a con¬ 
venient means of raising revenue and. In 
such cases is usually a small percentage 
on the estate transferred. In some States 
the percentage of the tax rise* In amount 
as the amount of the estate Increase*over 
certain limit* The tag Is generally con¬ 
fined to the transfer of property to col- 
lateral kindred, not to children or grand¬ 
children. parents, husbands or wives, etc.

bird. 

The college athlete looms large in the 
public eye and his mime Is much on the 
public tongue for a few weeks. He Is 
a hero for the moment to his mates, 
and he receives from the gallery of a 
busy world the applause given to any 
and every Interesting novelty. If he 
were not, os a rule, a tolerably sensible 
young man he might Imagine hlms^jf 
a personage of tremendous and perma¬ 
nent consequence. 

But he Is not, for the simple reason 
that the daily work of the world is not 
winning football matches or boat races 
or breaking track records. As a rule, 
the athilete knows this very well, and 
knows that hts place In life will not be 
determined by the athletic record* he 
can make or break, but by his ability to 
take his pari In doing the work that 
the world must have done. He knOwrs, 
as a rule, that ten years hence his 
prowess wUl be merely a theme of 
retnenlscenco. and wUl not weigh a 
grain toward making or marring the 
respect In which he Is held by his fellow' 
men or in determining his place ar.d 
power In life.

RUSSIAN GRAFTERS.

Tho unexpected and overwhelming de¬ 
feat of Rufwta in her late oonfilct with 
Japan can be readily understood in th* 
light of thei revelations made by Prof. 
Ozerott, Russia s leading financial author¬ 
ity. In a recent pamphlet, entitled "How 
the Money of the Russian People is Being 
Squandered. Prof. Ozeroff tells how. by 
accident, he discovered that the Russian 
TTea'mo* Is being robbed of sums groater 
than those borrowed from France sod 
other confiding nations The greatest 
source of graft 1* found in railroad con¬ 
struction woric. Through the sytrtqm of 
letting the work by contract, it Is dki- 
oovered the Government has paid more 
than five times the amount of money act¬ 
ually spent In railroad construction work 
After each contractor and subcontractor 
had gotten his loot, there was left ter the 
man who did the actual work,only about 
one-third of the amount ne*'©etia/ry to do 
It in a *ervicee.ble manner. Another graft 
revealed by Prof. Ozeroff was that of 3W.- 
000.000 rubles (about tl00.h00.000), which, 
through the Influence of certain ones to 
high authority, was taken from the State 
Treasury and let out to private factories 
and Industries. This loan, it i* shown, has 
no«t brought n. dollar of revenue to the 
Government; In fact, there ta no evidence 
to show that the money woe ever Invested 
at all Among the petty steal* is the case 
of a poor relative of the Czar, who receiv¬ 
ed 10.000,000 acres of crown lands, suppos¬ 
edly as a token of regard from his Impe¬ 
rial kinsman. These revelations are sig¬ 
nificant at thia time, when tens of thou¬ 
sand* of the Czar's subjects are starving | 
to death b*o«mee the Government Is too 
poor to allow' each poverty-stricken n»o 
three cents a day.

COMMISSION SAYS THEY ABE 
ENTITLED TO CONSIDERATION, 


Interest In the two properties and In¬ 
tend to develop them. 

Two Cents In Wisconsin. 

Madison, WIs., July 11.—The two- 
cent fare bill, as amended by the as¬ 
sembly. passed the Senate this after¬ 
noon. It goes Into effect August 15. 


MAY REFUSE IT AS BASIS. 


Washington. July 11.—In an opinion 
handed down to-day for the Interstate 
Commerce Commission by Commission¬ 
er Harlan, the rule Is laid down that 
while a rate fixed by State statutes or 
a Sta/te commission "Is naturally and 
properly entitled to respectful consid¬ 
eration. it has no greater sanctity, as 
applied to Interstate traffic, than a rato 
established by a railroad company: and 
this commission would not hesitate 
upon proper evidence that a rate so es¬ 
tablished would be unjust either to a 
carrier or to a shipper to refuse It as a 
basis for fixing an interstate rate/* 

The opinion in which the foregoing 
announcement wtts made was In the 
case of the Hope Cotton Oil Company 
against the Texas and Pacific Railroad 
Company and tin 4 8t. Louis. Iron Moun¬ 
tain and Southern Railroad Company. 
The complaint alleged that a Joint 
through rate of sixty-seven cents per 
hundred pounds on cotton seed, in car 
loads, charged by defendants from 
points north «of Shreveport via Tex¬ 
arkana to Hope, Ark., was unreasonable 
and discriminatory and that seventeen 
and five-tenths cents per hundred 
poundn would%e a fair rate. 

After the complaint was filed the de¬ 
fendants put Into effect a Joint through 
rate of thirty cents per hundred pounds. 
The commission holds that the thlrty- 
cent rate Is unreasonable and that It 
should not exceed seventeen and five- 
tenths cents, which Is the sum of the 
local rates. The carriers are ordered 
to put the reduced rate In force on or 
before August 6. 

McCREA ON STAND. 


HELD REGULAR ROUTE WAS 
SAME AS SET STAND. 


Hearing At Philadelphia On? Pro¬ 
posed Two-cont Rate. 

Philadelphia, July 11.—President Me. 
Crea, of the Pennsylvania railroad, was 
the principal witness to-day In the 
equity proceedings Instituted by that 
company aguln*n the city and county 
of Philadelphia to restrain it from en¬ 
forcing the two-cent railroad fare law 
passed by the last Legislature. 

John G. Johnson, of counsel for the 
Pennsylvania railroad. In opening the 
proceedings, which were In the nature 
of a hearing In equity, said the Com¬ 
monwealth had no constitutional right 
to legislate rates for the Pennsylvania 
railroad under Its charter. But. for the 
sake of argument, even If the law Is 
constitutional, the two-cent rate Is un¬ 
reasonable. and will not return a fair 
profit for the capital Invested. 

The earnings for the three months 
were $3,070,036, and the expenses $2.- 
921,607. If the two-cent law had been 
In force during these three months, the 
earnings would have been but $2,867,- 
033. Estimated figures for the entire 
year 1907, based on those of the first 
three months of the present year, were 
also submitted. 

NO INJURY TO ROADS. 


Complaint That New Bate Would Cut 

Dividends Not Proven. 

Des Moines, la., July 11.—Judge Mc¬ 
Pherson, of the Federal Court, to-day 
denied the application of the two 
stockholders of the Iowa Central and 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis for a 
restraining order against the direct¬ 
ors of these roads to prevent them 
from putting into effect the two-cent 
passenger rate passed by the Iowa 
Legislature, taking effect July 4. 

The Judge based his action on the 
ground that no injury to the roads was 
shown, that the complaint that the new 
rate would cut down dividends was 
not proven, that Increased passenger 
travel might Increase receipts and that 
under Rule No. 94 of the Supremo 
Court, the case was not properly 
brought, as no charge of bad faith on 
the part of the directors was alleged. 

Bonds Taken By Stockholders. 

New York, July 11.—A little more 
than $4,000,000 of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company's new convertible 
bond Issue of $73,000,000 was sub¬ 
scribed by the stockholders, accord¬ 
ing to an announcement by that com¬ 
pany to-day. It was made against a 
recent addition of $100,000.000 to the 
company's, capital stork and the pro¬ 
ceeds are to be devoted to Improve¬ 
ments. It was also announced to-day 
that about $9,000,000 of a bond Issue 
of $26,000,000 by the Atchison. Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad Com pan* was 
taken by the stockholders.

New York. July 11.—It was an¬ 
nounced to-day thut Bird Robinson, 
president of the Mobile, Juukson and 
Kansas City railroad and the Gulf and 
Chicago railway, has resigned and that

When Is a business an established 
business? and when la a license to 
peddle Inoperative? were two of the 
questions that came up for considerable 
! Judicial and legal opinion before Judge 
Blaln in Ordinance Court yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon In the case of Albert Layer. 
Layer was charged wKh violating the 
city ordinance which became effective 
December 1. and which provides that 
no meat could be sold in Louisville ex¬ 
cept from a store, stall, or established' 
place of business. 

In the witness chair Layer admitted 
selling meat from a wngon. but added 
that ho had a regular route and sold 
only to customers who were Ills steady 
patrons. His attorney. W. H. Field 
maintained that as Layer wont over 
tbe same territory day after day and 
sold only to the same people, he had an 
"established place of buslnes*." Jud^ 
iplaLn wrinkled his brow’, and It was evi¬ 
dent that the attorney's statement was 
meeting with a conflict of opinion In 
the Judge's mind. 

At last Judge Bla.in declared that he 
thought It impossible for a man to 
call an entire sect Kin of the city his 
established place of business merely 
because he went there every day and 
nowhere else. Ho hold that an estab¬ 
lished place of business meant a busi¬ 
ness that wars n:>t on wheels, to be 
moved about from place to place. At¬ 
torney Field then argued that, as his 
client hod been sold a license to peddle, 
he could run understand why he was 
not allowed to do so. 

On the face of the license permission, 
to peddle wins given, but It did not state 
that the possessor of It could peddle 
meat. In fact there Is a city ordinance 
which prohibits the celling of moat 
from house to house. Judge Blaln de¬ 
rided that Layer had violated the arti. 
meut-peddling ordinance, and assessed 
a fine of $6, the minimum amount 
for that offense. At the request 
of Attorney Field ho increased the fin*© 
to $20 so that the case could be f-p 
pealed. 

Layer has been In business nine years 
and has built up a large trade with hta 
wagon. He asserts that If the ordinance? 
is hdd to be valid his means of a 
livelihood will be taken away.

Alexandria, La., July XL—News of 
an experiment with turpentine which 
has apparently driven the boll weevil 
from the cotton fields about Coushatta, 
La., was received here to-day by Pres¬ 
ident Paul Lisso. of the First National 
flank of Alexandria. 

An oat sack is dipped In a solution of 
three parts water to one of turpentine. 
This sack la attached to a plow by sus 
pending It on a polo tied to the plow 
handles near the beams. The sack \e 
then dragged through the cotton field. 
The scent of turpentine thus spread In 
CoushatUi has remained on the ground 
for over a week without renewal and 
not a weevil or other bug has been 
foqpd. About one gallon of turpentine 
wis u sed to every four acres.

The Sewer Bonds. 

At the November election, 1906. there 
was submitted to the citizens of Louis¬ 
ville an ordinance for the issue of 34,- 
000,000 of bonds, payable fifty years 
after date, and bearing 4 per cent, in¬ 
terest In gold from the l9t of February. 
'l907, payable semi-annually on Febru¬ 
ary 1 and August 1 thereafter until 
paid. Under the terms of the ordinance 
submit ting the question. It was neces¬ 
sary that -two-thirds of those voting 
should be In favor of IL The result 
showed that out of a total of 22,094 
votes on the question, 15,750 were for 
the ordinance, and 6,336 against. The 
ordinance was therefore adopted. Un¬ 
der its provisions the commission was 
authorized to sell not mor© than 31.000.. 
000, face value, to be delivered to the 
purchaser during the fiscal year end¬ 
ing August 31, 1907, and not more than 
an additional 31.500,000, face value, dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year ending August 31. 
1908, the power being reserved to sell 
the remaining 31.500,000 of them at any 
time after the latter date. 

A suit was brought against the city 
to test the validity of the proposed 
issue of the bonds In the Chancery 
Court M Louisville, and. it being decid¬ 
ed against the plaintiffs, was taken to 
the Court of Appeals, where the de¬ 
cision of the lower court was affirmed. 
This removed all question of the valid¬ 
ity of the bonds, and due steps were 
taken for their issue. The depressed 
state of the money market in the finan¬ 
cial centers of the country for the sale 
of securities bearing such low rate of 
interest delayed their offer, but on the 
4th day of May last the commissioners 
advertised for sealed proposals to be 
received until 12 o’clock on the 19th 
of Judy. Upon that day the bids were 
opened, and It was found that proposals 
for 3157,000 worth of the bonds had 
been made in compliance with the 
terras. Since then 36,000 more have 
been taken, making the total 3163,000. 
upon which also is to be paid the In¬ 
terest accrued sin^e February 1. 

This may seem a small percentage 
of the amount called for, but under th* 
circumstances it is very creditable, 
the buyers being local. New York and 
New Orleans have for some time been 
trying to sell water and sewerage bond© 
bearing the same rate of Interest, the 
former 340,000.000 and the latter $8,000- 
000. But Now’ York has as yet sold only 
31,000,000 worth of bonds, a less per¬ 
centage than Louisville, while New 
Orleans has reported none to date. 

On the whole, the result Is letter 
than was anticipated, and If the com¬ 
mission could have scaled the price by 
a very small reduction, a Chicago firm 
would have token olL But this Was 
not permissible under the ordinance. 
While the Interest and the market val¬ 
ue of the bonds is far below that of 
railroad and other corporate soourltles 
offered for sale, the opportunity pre- 
•ents a safe Investment to those who 
are not looking for a speculative feay 
ture In the transaction, and It is believ¬ 
ed that from this source and from horn© 
financial institutions the necessary raon. 
t ey wILl be realized for the prosecution 
of the work. As It Is, the commission. 
It Is understood, proposes to lose no 
unnecessary time In thq commencement 
of the new system of sewerage. The 
first work done will be upon what is 
known as the Happy Hollow sewer or 
tram canal, starting from a point south 
of Broadway, between Twenty-sixth 
and Twenty-seventh streets. At present 
the storm water and eewage in that 
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The Ohio River. 

That the Ohio river Is a great artery 
of commerce, that its improvement 
would bo of countless service to mil¬ 
lions of people, thousands of us stead¬ 
fastly believe, and have long believed. 
But the accomplishment of our hopes 
In this regard depends largely on 
robust public sentiment, widely dif¬ 
fused, and whatever contributes to that 
result may well be welcomed. There 
fore we must have lino upon line, pre 
cept upon precept until the essential 
truths are everywhere appreciated. 

Mr. John A. Fox, special director of 
the National Rivera and Harbors Con 
gross, has given us some facts and 
views which ought to be widely diffused 
It Is all very well to say that/they are 
not new, but the fact remains that they 
are quite new to thousands arid, in 
deed, millions of our fellow-citizens 
The multiplication table Is not alto¬ 
gether novel, but the advantages of 
knowdng It are so unmistakable that 
we cheerfully pay out money to have 
It taught to our children. Now the 
importance of the Ohio river Is Just as 
well known to some of us as the multi 
plication table, or the rule of three, but 
it Is equally i^cessary to teach it to 
those who do not kno<v it. 

Mr. Fox tells us that In the entire 
history of tho Government but little 
more than $523,000,000 has been spent 
on our rivers and harbors. This money 
has been expended in appropriations so 
disjointed that comparatively little 
good has been realifbd from it. BV 
this it is meant, no doubt, that results 
commensurate with the amount spent 
were have not been reached, for undoubted 
ly much of the money has ‘done great 
good. Nevertheless It has been spent 
without system, without a well-digest¬ 
ed and continuous plan, so that a great 
deal of It has been wasted. It Is self 
evident that such a want of system 
ought not to be perpetual. We must 
Improve our waterways, and after much 
discussion it has been decided that this 
must be done at the expense of the 
Federal Government. That is one of 
the questions which have been adjudi¬ 
cated, and which cannot be reopened. 
Tho question which Is fully open Is how 
shall we expend the money which is 
certain to be appropriated in such a 
way as to accomplish the results de 
sired? Certainly, there is no question 
of mere expediency that Is more de¬ 
serving of mature attention. 

It Is estimated by Mr. Fox that the 
Missouri and the Mississippi and other 
large inland streams can be colonized 
and made efficient carriers of freight 
for $500,000,000. It Is a large sum, of 
course, but as It is certain to be ulti¬ 
mately spent, it Is worth while to take 
precautions to get as much as possible 
for the money appropriated. But as our 
present business is with the Ohio, wo 
may confine ourselves to his estimate 
that $63,000,000 will be enough to com¬ 
plete so much of the project as relates 
to IL That plan, in short, is to estab¬ 
lish a nine-foot stage of water from 
Pittsburg to Cairo, that may be de¬ 
pended upon at all seasons of the year. 
The distance between the two points, 
by river. Is. in round numbers, a 
thousand miles. Tho average distance 
that freight is carried may be put at 
half that distance, or five hundred 
miles. 

It has been often said that the carry¬ 
ing facilities thus created would speed¬ 
ily pay for themselves. But this is 
a generality, and people are justly ehy 
of euch ocmcSlusdons until they are 
reinforced by specification. Let us 
look, then, at the facts. The freight 
now carried on the Ohio river is about 
18,090,000 tons a year. If ft were avail¬ 
able as a carrier nt all seasons. It is 
quite safe to say that the freight car¬ 
ried w r ould reach 30,000,000 tons per an¬ 
num. The average cost of carrying a 
ten of freight one mile on the Ohio 
riven* is .76 of a mill, while the average 
railroad charge is 7.67 mills. That Is a 
difference of 6.91 mills per mile In fuvor 
of river transportation. For 500 miles 
this would make a difference of $8,455 
per ton, but, doubtless tor the purpose 
of being perfectly safe, Mr. Fox puts It 
at $2.50 per ton. OfT80,000.990 torus this 
would. give us a saving of $75,000,000 a 
year, or $12,000,000 mnro than the whole 
estimated cost of making a continuous 
iblno-foot channel. In other words, the 
whole cost would be repaid In a single 
year, with a bonus of $12,000,000. 

No doubt there W’Hl be those who 
will try to pick holes in this calcula¬ 
tion, but the reference to the growth 
of our lake commerce, in consequence 
of the total expenditure of $68,000,000, 
from 6,000.000 to more than 50.000,000 
tons a year, with a reduction of rates 
from 2V4 mills to .85 of a mill per mile, 
allows that It la based on data derived 
from actual experience. Without going 
Into dispute* over a few million tons of 
freight or a few* mills of cost per ton, 

It Is sufficient to say that the Ohio river 
Is a great artery of commerce, and that 
Its improvement Is not only fully w<Tth 
all It will cost, but that lit Is absolutely 
necessary to supply an admitted great 
deficiency In our facilities for trans¬ 
portation. These facts are notorious to 
those who have studied the subject, 
but they must be brought home to mil¬ 
lions of people. 

There Is to be a convention at Wash¬ 
ington on ( the 6th of next December 
to urge upon Congress tho necessity of 
giving attention to th**© great projects. 


It is hoped that It will prove a great 
outpouring of business men. and cer¬ 
tainly tho importance of tho subject 
Justifies such an expectation. The ar¬ 
gument is ail with us. the evidence is 
accessible. and the tjhlng that remain# 
to be done is to bring It to the at¬ 
tention and Impress It upon the mtndn 
< t our law givens. It fe worth the while 
of the business men of the Ohio Valley 
to make the best of this opportunity.

The Kansas City Journal asserts that 
the "Wild West Show** bronco who Is 
busted evejry evesning to make a Roman 
holiday Ls really a tarn© and tractlble 
little beast, who would rather not buck 
if he ha/d his own way, but who Is tor¬ 
tured by a hard taskmaster Into a fit 
of rage and despair, after which he 
"does his durndest," amid the plaudits 
of Innocent spectators, who mistake hie 
writhings for the outward evidences 
of ungovernable animal spirits. Tho 
show pony, if vve are to believe the 
Journal, has been broken to saddle and 
bridle as long as the average chorus 
girl has been broken to tights. He 
would like nothing better than to be a 
respectable, steady-going. safe-tfor-la- 
dies-ond-children pony, but he 
"doped" and deviled before the bucking 
exhibition begins. 

M all of this is true. Col. Cody and 
the Miller boys ought to bo man-han¬ 
dled by the S. P. C. A., but is every 
buck of every bronco in the Wild West 
Show reprocessed? There is a fine flavor 
of original sin about the umreconstruo; 
ed and unsubdued bronco, and a trifle 
of apparent humor. Mis antics are al 
together like what Mr. John Oakhurst 
called "square fun," as contradistin¬ 
guished from mirthful martif^stations 
superinduced by Intemperate indulg¬ 
ence in undent spirits. 

It has been contended that all bron 
cos buck from a sheer love of adven¬ 
ture. The late BL11 Nye, who had trav¬ 
eled much in tho West and was a keen 
observer, declared tills untrue. There 
were, he said, many broncos as um- 
bucklng as a saw horse. He attributed 
their gentleness rather to the fact that 
they were dead than to any inherited 
or acquired meekness of spirit. Per¬ 
haps iMr. Nye was something at a na¬ 
ture-faker. Perhaps there is only 
fair percentage of bucking stock 
in each bunch of broncos, but 
we are constrained to believe 
that there are ponies wiho would 
rather buck than eat oats, and whose 
tendency to behave In a highly inde¬ 
corous manner remains pronounced 
even after many years of civilizing In¬ 
fluences. It is difficult to believe en¬ 
tirely the assertions of our Kansas 
City contemporary. 

Each day’s work of the muck-raker 
makes it more difficult for us to find 
anything upon which to pin our faith 
over night. If there is one thing left 
that is genuine R ls the vigorous, en¬ 
ergetic, spontaneous-appearing buck of 
the pony who stands only about thir¬ 
teen hands high, wears a forty-pound 
Texas saddle and whjsks a cowboy 
through the air In seeming abandon- 
mertt, to the joy of the living. Is the 
buck of the bronco upon a parity with 
the glucose cherry that ornaments but 
does not Improve the cocktail, and the 
potted chicken made of veal? Is noth¬ 
ing real but disillusionment? 
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newspaper can give a peerless oppor- i 
tunity for the study of human nature. I 
it may help to steel him against the I 
corrupting Influence of certain elements 
of society and it may # resent ideals I 
which neither time rior distance can 
efface. Every good newspaper ls a col¬ 
league of the teacher and Its place In 
the realm of education can be efficient¬ 
ly filled by no other agency." It Jg be¬ 
cause of these circumstances that the 
newspaper worthy of the name is al¬ 
ways conscientious and careful. It will 
never wilfully mislead. Being the rec¬ 
ord of current history. It is vigilant In 
seeing that that*history Is correctly re¬ 
corded. The newspaper that Is not con¬ 
scientious Is false to an obligation, 
recreant to a trust and an Influence of 
evil, and It does not deserve to live. 

The real, true newspaper—the news¬ 
paper in the highest sense of the word 
—becomes year by year a greater and 
greater institution and a more and more 
Indispensable article. No home Is 
Complete without the dally newspaper. 

It brings the whole world into the 
dwelling, it tells the business man 
what he wants to know and gives the 
professional man Invaluable facts. 
Young and old come Into contact w’lth 
great statesmen, leaders and thinkers, 
as well as more obscure members of 
their race, through Its columns. The 
housewife—this may be incidentally 
mentioned—who buys, and the mer¬ 
chant who sells, communicate with 
each other through the newspaper—In 
fact, buyers and sellers generally reach 
each other this way. 

Numerous schools of the country have 
adopted lhe reading of the newspaper 
aa a regular part of the class work, so 
widespread has grown Its recognition 
as an educational factor. Prof. Mac- 
Kenzie adheres to their views of the 
matter. As wo have said, such views 
are wise.

LITTLE TALK OF HOSTILITIES 


Old Bruton church, at Williamsburg, 
the colonial capital of Virginia, a few 
miles from old Jamestown, has recently 
been the recipient of two unique pres¬ 
ents, one from President Roosevelt and 
the other from King Edward VII. of 
England. Thb latter Is a lectum, or read¬ 
ing desk, upon which will rest a copy 
of the Bible, the gift of the King. The 
inscription upon Its fly-leaf is as fol¬ 
lows: 

This Bltye is presented by hJs Majesty 
Khig Edward the Seventh, King of Grea 
Britain and Ireland and Eanperor of India, 
to the Church of Bruton, Virginia, 
shrine rloh in venerable traditions or 
worship, in solemn memories of patriots 
and statesmen, and in historic witness to 
the oneness of our peoples. Th© King 
will ever hope and pray that the ties »>’ 
kinship and of language and the commm 
heritage of ordered worship and of en¬ 
nobling Ideals may. through the saving 
faltih of our Lord and Redeemer Jesus 
Christ revealed In these sacred pages, 
continue to unit© Great Britain and 
America In a benefleonit fellowship for 
setting forward peace and good will 
among men. MJCMVII. 

The church is the second established 
on tho continent by the English, the 
original structure hating been erected 
in 1683, and the present an© In 1716. It 
contains the font and communion eerv 
ice of the pioneer church built at 
Jamestown of brick brought from Eng¬ 
land. a portion of the tower of which 
alone remains. The coincidence of these 
presents from the representative men 
of tho two groat English-speaking 
countries is a fitting commemoration of 
the settlement at Jamestown, at Its ter¬ 
centennial anniversary, as an evidence 
of the cordial relations existing be¬ 


tween them. 


The Newspaper As An Educator. 

In hi 3 address before the Jefferson 
County Teachers* Institute Prof. Mac- 
Kenzle said some wise things about 
newspapers and newspaper reading. Ilia 
tribute to the newspaper as an educator 
and a developer of the individual should 
be pondered by the teachers who heard 
him speak and by the people who ran 
across his words in print. His com¬ 
mendation of the newspaper for "sup¬ 
plemental" study by the school pupils 
Is based upon knowledge of the part the 
press ^lays in the dally life of the 
world. The newspaper ls the history 
of the period. It Is as essential that 
the youth of the land be educated In 
current history—be Informed complete¬ 
ly on the events, conditions and ques¬ 
tions of his own lifetime—as to be 
learned in tho history of the ancient 
ages. The classics, academic branches 
and languages are not to be despised, 
of course, but they profit him little if he 
be oblivious to what Is going on around 
him In his own generation. In the old 
days when the newspaper was not so 
common nor so complete as it Is to-day, 
it was not ranked so highly as an ed¬ 
ucational factor. In the Twentieth cen. 
tury its title Is not to be gainsaid. 

The newspaper to-day makes tho 
world go around. Business transac¬ 
tions, market conditions, political ac¬ 
tivities, routine affairs of all walks de¬ 
pend upon it. it Is fis necessary as the 
railway. It reduces the circumference 
of the earth so that a reader on one 
side of the globe knows in a few* mo¬ 
ments the current history of another 
side. It quickens thought. It stimulates 
Instructive discussion. It broadens. It 
Informs. A person with little schooling 
might attain a good degree of learning 
through reading a daily newspaper, 
granted the newspaper be one In the 
dignified meaning of the term. Its news 
columns give him knowledge of the 
activities in the world of politics, arts 
and letters, religion and commerce. Its 
editorials, prepared by students and 
trained writers, provide him an analysis 
of the news and Instructive comment. 

"Under Lhe guidance of a competent 
preceptor," said Prof. MacKenzie, "a

It ls also worth while to as¬ 
certain whether the Sherman anti¬ 
trust law* can be relied on to break up 
such combinations In restraint of trade. 


The St. Louis Post Dispatch admits 
that St. Louis Is not a summer resort, 
but begs the Courier-Joumail to state 
whether there was ever any enthusiasm 
about Louisville’s summer nllmate. 
Without boasting it can be said that 
for the past ten days no LouUvlllian 
has spoken of tho local climate ex¬ 
cept in superlatives and with the mois¬ 
ture of deep feeling, not only In hls 
eyes, but all over every square Inch of 
cuticle. 


"To my mind there Is nothing more lm 
probable than hostilities with Japan. The 
stories of demonstrations by the people of 
that country against Americans and de 
mauds for war to wipe out the su-calii 
insults accorded Jaimnese In San Francis 
co. are not only exaggerated, but wholly 
untrue. I have traveled from one end of 
the country to the other since the first 
of the year, and on no occasion havo I 
seen one Instance that would lead mp to 
believe that the Jaj>aiiese hold any uni- 
moslty toward Americans whatsoever." 

The foregoing declaration is made by 
Selgel Q. Kaufmami. formerly a resident 
of Louisville, and now engaged in the silk 
export business In Yokohama, Japan. Mr. 
Kaufqdmn left tho Orient only a few 
week/ ago, and at a time when it was 
rumored that Americans wore subject to 
Indignities nt the hands of the Japanese 
and that the populace of the country’ were 
crying tor an armed dash with the United 
States for the treatment accorded their 
countrymen In San Francisco and other 
California cities. Mr. Kaufmann’s busi¬ 
ness duties call him to every part of the 
"Howery Kingdom." and he has ample 
opportunity to study conditions there. 

"There i9 absolutely no reason to be- 
lleve that there will be war between the 
l nited States and Japan. Conditions In 
the island governed by the Mikado are as 
peaceful as could be desired, and an 
American is accorded not only respect, 
but tho Japanese extend him every pos¬ 
sible courtesy. There are not and have 
not been any demonstrations against 
Americans by the Japanese lower classes, 
as cable dispatches of newspaper men in 
that country have told, and the Japanese 
presN. sold to be rabid in its demands for 
demanding an apology from Unci* Sam. 
has failed so far to express anything of 
that nature, to my knowledge, 

"True, there are yellow journals In that 
country* as well as in the United States, 
but even they have not published the 
sensational articles attributed to them by 
stories in our own American press.

The Japa.neseknow that the outrages 
against their countrymen In San Francla- 
2? I *? t oppressions of feeling on the 
^ American people and do not 
sh*»w the bad feeling of the nation to¬ 
ward them. They attribute the troubles 
to Uhvu condition© and not oven the yel¬ 
low newspaper* 0 f Jftjxin have urged a 
public typology from the nlted Stales fer 
the rough treatment Accorded the Japs. 

Htorie© of demonstration* by th** people 
anti pu/blic gatherings where war was 
urged to settle matters with Uncle Sum 
arc false in ev'ery detail. The Mikado 
rules Japan and the people of the coun¬ 
try not permitted to hold such so- 
called ’demons* ratfUons.* 

"Tho people of the island are thrifty, 
business-like and their thoughts are far 
from war They consider AmHcanF to 
be the L-st friends they hav© and no op- 
port unty Is logt to show* courtesies to 
people from tho United States— much more 
so than to peopi© of other foreign coun¬ 
tries Even those of tibe lowest class of 
Jarwmcee are deferential to Americans In 
every port of the Island and the better 
class are courteous to a fault. 


Nippon-American Newspapers. 


There are two American newspapers 
published In Tokio, which is but tavntv- 
five miles from Yokahoma. Articles In 
the Japanese press of any Interest are 
translated and printed In English. I left 
Japan when the alleged expression of pub¬ 
lic sentiment against Americans was at 
fts height—yet I failed to sec any stories 
of Inflammatory nature on tho Frisco 
troubles wfhdch hnrl been published In the 
Japanese pres*. There was not even ran¬ 
cor shown towards the United States and 
the general polnion seemed to be that 
the American Government would right th© 
wrongs which had been done toward the 
Ran Frnncl5/x> Japanese. 

"But a week before I left Japan, my 
travels carried me through various parts 
of the country and nt no time did I see 
Any examnle of feeling otherwise than ex¬ 
tremely friendly toward Americans. In 
fact Japan ls the safest country In the 
world to travel In. Every'ckfcon Is law- 
Ibldlng. and police arc maintained for the 
benefit of foregners ft'ho far flora follow 
the splendid example set by the so-called 
"heathen” Jajwtnese. 

"Despite the dispatching of nn Immense 
fleet to Pacific waters, the withdrawal of 
Baron Aokl and the rumors of war to 
come, war is altogether Improbable In my 
estimation, and If such a catastrophe 
comes. It will be caused by the United 
States Government nnd not by Japan."

Prof. A S. MacKenzie, who has dur¬ 
ing this week acted as instructor of 
the Jefferson County Teachers’ Instl- 
tue. Is head of the department of Eng 
llsh and logic in the Suite College of 
Kentucky at Lexington. He is of the 
opinion that the purposes of an insti¬ 
tute are four, he says. An institute 
Is Intended rst to keep all the teachers 
in touch with each other and wKh the 
world’s progress; second, to be a gen¬ 
eral clear! ng-bowse for the practical 
difficulties of school life; third, to 
arouse such enthusiasm for every child 
that it may eventually become a con 
seious child <*f God; fourth, to enable 
all the members of the Institute to see 
new visions and dream new dreams. To 
attain these objects Prof. MacKenzie 
has been guided by one or two clearly- 
defined principles. 

In the first place, he has tried to 
show that the organic system of edu¬ 
cation is the only one that follows na¬ 
ture. Every department of thought is 
related to all others, and so teachers 
should not think of each topic as 
though it were pigeon-holed by itself. 
In the school of the world children 
learn many things simultaneously, and 
so in the class room they ought to ab¬ 
sorb mental and moral culture In th© 
same way. In the second place, he be¬ 
lieves that fredoom is the* ultimate aim 
of true education. The child must be 
taught to ihink for himself, because 
that Is the essence of noble living ev¬ 
erywhere. Accordingly, the teacher 
must be no slave to any text-book or 
authority, but must dare to be orig¬ 
inal. 

"Each teacher is by heredity differ¬ 
ent from all others on this planet," 
he says, "and It Is essential that each 
should follow the rnajtlm, *To thine own 
self be true.’ Thus may every teacher 
and every pupil lead a life of Joy and 
of usefulness both here and here¬ 
after.” 

Prof. MacKenzie’s Institute work this 
year and last has inspired nn interest 
among the teachers in this phase of 
public school life hitherto unknown in 
Jefferson oounty. Every subject 
brought forward Is followed by his 
auditors with Lhe most Intense Interest. 

"Often," said Prof. Mackenzie, "it is 
true that a prophet has no honor in hi© 
own country, but this truism does not 
refer to Mrs. Koea A. Stonestreet. Su- 
perlmtendeiU of the Jefferson county 
schools. During her term of office she 
has raised the county schools to a state 
of efficiency unexcelled anywhere In Th* 
State. Some of us are perhaps not 
aware that she \ras a pioneer In intro¬ 
ducing a utdform course of study In the 
common sohools of Kentucky.

When the New Albany Common 
Council failed to provide money with 
which to pay tho police force of that 
city at a called meeting held Wednes¬ 
day night, the members, it is said, did 
not know that cities under the. pro¬ 
visions of the Metropolitan police law 
were compelled to provide for the pay¬ 
ment of the police. The Council made 
provision for the payment of employes 
in other departments of the city by bor¬ 
rowing money, but it was explicitly 
stated that no part of this was to go to 
the police force. At the end of the 
present month the police will have 
earned the money and it will be due 
and payable. 

Should the Council not provide for 
this payment the Board of Metropolitan 
Police Commissioners, under the pro¬ 
visions of the law, may file suit in the 
Circuit Court and have a mandate la- 
sued compelling the Council and the 
other city authorities having control of 
such matters to obtain sufficient funds 
with which to pay the force. The New 
Albany commissioners have said noth¬ 
ing as to their intention in the matter, 
and it may not be necessary to employ 
such drastic measures, but it could be 
done If they were so disposed.

While hunting a few' days ago near 
Elizabeth, Harrison county, sixteen 
miles southwest of NevV Albany, Em 
mett ttoagan was accidentally shot and 
seriously wounded by his cousin, Earl 
fftromeier, of Alexandria, Ind., who was 
visiting the-family, While In the woods 
they became separated and Stromeier. 
seeing Reagan through the bushes and 
supposing the moving object to be a 
squirrel, fired In that direction. The 
load of shot took effect in the back of 
his hood and neck. He was taken to 
the house, two doctors from Elizabeth 
w ere called and they were occupied for 
an hour extracting the shot. While 
Reagan is in a serious condition. It is 
believed he will recover.

But Edward C. Green Falls Dying As 
He Returns From Field. 

Overcome by heat a week ago while 
plowing at his home, twenty miles euet 
of Jeffersonville, Edward G. Green, a 
native of Clark county, Indiana, died 
at an early hour yesterday morning, 
a telephone message to that effect hav¬ 
ing been received by George W. 
Badger, Circuit Clerk. Although near¬ 
ly eighty-six years old, Mr. Green was 
a vigorous man and did most of the 
work on the little farm where ho lived, 
which Is just across the lines of Scott 
and Clark counties, hot far from the 
post-office known as Marble Hill. On 
Friday, July 6, Mr. Green was appar¬ 
ently in the best of health and went 
to the field to plow, following his team 
until noon. 

He returned to the house for his din¬ 
ner and had barely reached there until 
he fell unconscious at the feet of his 
aged wife. From that time on he re¬ 
mained In a stupor until death came. 
The birthplace of Mr. Green was near 
New Market, Oregon township. Clark 
county. There he grew to manhood 
and married. No children were born 
to him, but Mr. and Mrs. Green adopted 
a little girl, who took the name of Etta 
Green, and she was living with her fos¬ 
ter father at the time of his death. 
During the long years of Mr. Green's 
residence In Charlestown he served as 
a Constable, Town Marshal and kept a 
hotel a good part of the time. 

Mr. Green’s first wife died several 
years ago, and September 13, 1900, 
and after he had reached the age of 
nearly eighty years, he was married to 
Mrs. Jane Robinson, a widow not much 
his Junior. She owned a little farm in 
Jefferson county, Indiana, and there 
they located. Miss Etta Green going 
with them. At the time thu license was 
Issued Mr. Green's sister, Mrs. Lareen 
Badger, was living and he went home 
to dinner with his nephew, George W. 
Badger, who was then Auditor of Clark 
county. On the way Mr. Green broke 
the news to his nephew that he was 
going to be married, but cautioned him 
not to tell his mother, as she would 
make fun of him on account of his age. 
Mr. Badger told his uncle he thougnt 
he was doing a wise thing and after 
dinner the license was secured. 

In his younger days Mr. Green was 
prominent in Republican politics in 
Clark county, Indiana, and was a hard 
worker for his party, but when age 
began to tell on him he cessed to take 
an active part outside of never neg¬ 
lecting to go to the polls to vote. Mr. 
Green w'as a member of a large fain- j 
ily and the following four slaters and 
one brother survive: Mrs. India Kern- 
pie, of Otlsco, Ind.; Mrs. Mary Mont¬ 
gomery, of Soottsburg. Ind.; Mrs. Mar¬ 
tha Montgomery, of St. Louis; Mrs. 
Kate Btrdseil, of Indianapolis, and 
Daniel Green, of Kansas. The funeral 
arrangements are not known In Jeffer¬ 
sonville, but It Is understood the body 
will be brought to Charlestown for

CHAT OF LATONIA. 


Tho rulo In regard to stopping horae- 
owners from making a book on a track 
where they have horses racing is a good 
one. Thl* should have been enforced 
years ago. No matter licrw honest a 
man Is In running his horses if he has 
a book on at the same track It Is bound 
to create a groat deal of talk, especially 
If tho horse. Is at short price and falls tu 
win. 

There Is not a day When a book-maker 
owner has a horse entered that a num¬ 
ber of people can be heard to pass re¬ 
marks about the horse, such as "ho has 
no chanco.** or Is "not trying," as the 
owner is laying top price on tho horec, 
while at the same time he does not fig¬ 
ure to finish In tho money. 

Th© general public as a rule docs not 
know anything about handicapping and 
simply plays a horse wh!6h suRb its 
fancy. 

As toknowlng what kind of track con¬ 
ditions suits a horse, there one very few 
persons who figure strictly on track con¬ 
ditions. and they are not the only ones 
who fall to know what kind of a track the 
thoroughbreds can run in. Owners are 
at times up In the air. In the case cf 
Carthage, It may be said this on© won 
Ills second last out In 1906, In the mud 
at one mile with 103 pounds up. In han¬ 
dicap figures ho figured & alnch. J B. 
(Rome) Reopress. Informed Cu.pt. James 
B. Williams that th© gelding was no good 
only on a dry track. 

Another thing which the public pays lit¬ 
tle attention to Is th© weight question. 
Some horses can not run a lick with any¬ 
thing over 110 pounds, while others can 
win with almost any kind of an Impost. 
Another ruling which should bo strictly 
enforced la when an owner has a hors© 
In a race with two boys under contract 
neither on© of these boys should be al¬ 
lowed to ride another horse In a race. As 
In the race Where T. Taylor rod© Barnf^ 
daio. and W. Ott had the leg up on Onk 
Grove. While there Is no desire to cart 
a shadow over J. Ferris, Jr., (as he is 
one of tli© ttquarest turfmen In th© coun¬ 
try and is always trying) there was con¬ 
siderable talk about Taylor getting away 
bndly with Barnsdale.

The subcommittee that drafted the 
call Is composed of William Heyburn. 
Dr. T. H. Baker. Frank L. Watson. 
Dr. Soott Prather, Joseph Selllgman, 
Albert Scott. John W. Cassaday. It 
Is generally understood that the leado-rs 
and members of the Republican City 
and County Committee are In favor of 
renominating the old Fusion ticket. 
While the Democratic Fuslonlsts were 
In favor of deferring action so far as 
putting a ticket In the field, the leading 
Republicans say as a party they could 
not think of delaying putting a ticket 
In the field, owing to the fact that Au¬ 
gustus E. Willson, Republican nominee 
for Governor, has announced that he 
expects 10 open the State campaign 
shortly. 

“It would he folly." said a leading 
Republican, "for this city not to krep 
up with the State campaign. Why the 
State nominees are going to take the 
stump right away. We would be In 
the middle of a very bad fix if the 
State campaign was opened and we In 
Louisville had not named our ticket. 
We want to make the light together, 
and we can't do It unless the ticket Is 
In the field. We want the State can¬ 
didates to help us, but they can't do It 
if they do not know what we are going 
to do." 

The office bee seems to be buzzing 
In the bonnets of a number of persons 
who are desirous of being placed on 
the ticket to be nominated. William 
L. Hall, secretary of the Republican 
Municipal Club. Is thinking strongly 
ofi offering for the nomination for 
County Clerk. Mr; Hall was refused 
entrance Into the ^congressional race 
last year by the Republican Commit¬ 
tee on the grounns that he was not a 
regular Republican. He refused to 
support the Fusion ticket headed by 
J. T. O’Neal In 1905. 

It Is not knowm when the Republican 
State Campaign chairman will be se¬ 
lected. Robert H. Winn, who has been 
spoken of In connection with the place, 
is now in the North on his summer va¬ 
cation, and It Is understood that the 
matter will not be taken up until his 
return. He Is a favorite for the place, 
and the leaders will prevail on him to 
accept it. 

Augustus E. Wllleon will not open 
his campaign until after the chairman 
of the Campaign Committee has been 
selected. Hl9 first speech, as has been 
said, will be made at MaysvtUe. where 
Mr. Willson w’as born. Dr. Ben L. 
Bruner, nominee for Secretary of 
State, will also begin campaign as soon 
as Mr. Willson formally launches the 
campaign.

L. G. Clark, of Clilcago, while attempt¬ 
ing to steer car No. 6 eflear of a buggy 
upset. Clark was severely injured. The 
run from Toledo to South Bend was mar¬ 
red by many hardships and Ut© travelers 
were cheered when they reachd the 
Oliver Hotel, the resting place for to¬ 
night. 


The Injury To Clark. 

Drynn. O.. July 11.-The second accident 
of the onduranee tour for the GUdden and 
Power cups has resulted serfoualy for 
Theodore S. Clark, of Chicago. The car 
was entered by Clark and driven by him¬ 
self. The accident occurred two mllo® 
east of this c£ty and was caused by the 
ditching of the big car. Clark left Toledo 
this morning en route to South Bend. 
Ind. Other occupants of the car— E M 
MeGooklng. of Chicago; Peter R. Fahey, 
of Cleveland, anil ©Gorge Hunt, of De¬ 
troit—had a miraculous escape. As soon 
a© the danger w’ua seen all three lumped 
clour of the car except Clark, who w©s 
anight behind the steering wheel.

Accident Near Toledo.

Many unexpected results were record¬ 
ed, the chief of which, perhaps, was tho 
defeat in the first round this morning of 
former National Champion H. Chandler 
Egan, of Exmoor, by Nod Sawyer, of the 
Wheaton, Ill., club, present title bolder 
of the Western championship. Waiter E. 
Egan, of Exmoor, former Western cham¬ 
pion, was also put out In the first round 
by R. W. Fmzer. of Toledo, who bare¬ 
ly qualified yesterday, and whom Eg^ui 
had twice previously beaten in tourna¬ 
ments. George Ormlston. always figured 
as dnngerous In national tournaments, 
was defeated by J. H. Childs, of Alle¬ 
gheny. 

The aftemon play, ns a rule, resulted 
according to expectations. In this round 
both of the Canadian golfers, live veteran, 
George S. Lyon, of Toronto, and F. R. 
Martin, of Hamilton, went down to de¬ 
feat, Welter J. Travis taking the meas¬ 
ure of Lyon and Ned Sawyer putting 
Martin out of the running. Jerome D. 
Travers, one of the favorite* for the 
championship, defeated S. J. SHokney, of 
St. Louis, In the morning and In the 
afternoon beat his metropolitan team 
mate, Fred Herreshoff, of Garden City. 

The monllng game* wert> played In a 
high wind, thfi afternoon games most of 
the time were played in a deluge of 
rain, making aocurate golf difllcut.

T HE Jack Johnson-Bob Fltxslmmon* 
coming battle, which Is to take 
place here July 17, Is causing all 
kinds of talk throughout the 
country- That the Interest in it i» spread¬ 
ing Is proved by the orders for seats be¬ 
ing received by wire from all parts of 
the United States, says a special from 
Philadelphia. Denver. Dcs Moines. Chi¬ 
cago. Milwaukee. Cincinnati. Pittsburg. 
Altoone, Lancaster. Wilmington and 
Boston have wired for blocks of good 
reservations. From all of these points 
lodges of Elks are coming, and they are 
taking time by the forelock by providing 
themselves with good seats.

The threatened contest over the will 
of Mrs. Li urn S. T. Ross materialized 
yesterday and was docketed for July 25 
before Judge Lincoln In the County Court 
when the document was produced by Col 
Bennfett II. Young, representing the pro 
pounders, and offered for probate. By 
the terms of the will Miss Edith Ross 
and Mrs. Mattie R. Galt, daughters of 
tho decedent, receive the largest share 
of the estate. William Furlong, attor¬ 
ney for John T. Ross and Mrs. Sophia 
Riddle, the other two children who are 
contesting, objected to Col. Young's mo 
tlon to probate. 

It developed that the original will, 
which Is accompanied by several codicils. 
Is written In the handwriting of Mr. Fur¬ 
long himself July 21. 1894. and prepared 
in Judge John Robert's office. By the 
codicils John Ross Is practically disin¬ 
herited. The estate is worth about $4o.- 
000. and consists of farm and garden 
lands on the Taylorsville pike about five 
miles from the city. 

At the outset the testatrix gives 
piece of gTound on her farm near the 
home place for a cemetery to be used 
by the members of her family, and In 
which to bury her ancestors should their 
bodies he removed from Western ceme¬ 
tery. She places twelve acres In trust 
for her son. John T. Ross, and provides 
that should he attempt to anticipate the 
Income or should any creditor or his try 
to seize it the remainder shall go to the 
thr.-.- daughter* 

The three daughters are bequeathed 
the remaining twenty-five and one-half 
acres of what Is designated as the Old¬ 
ham ivoss tract The home place and 
Its Immediate environs. Including the 
garden and orchard. Is given to Edith 
Ross and Mattie R Galt In event thev 
don't marry. The will provides that all 
the rest or the estate is to be divided 
among the four children. The son's share 
is placed In trust. The Fidelity Trust 
Company Is named trustee, and Edith 
Ross and Mattie R. Galt are made ex 
ecu trices. 

Under the terms of a codicil unduted 
and another identical In substance, writ 
ten May 14, 1903. the testatrix annuls 

completely the trust estate left her son. 
In this connection she says: 

**I hereby annul all right which I have 
given In said will to my son. John T. 
Ross, to any part of my estate whatever 
for life or ever. I here give him *1.000 
ho borrowed from me In 1880 with the 
Interest to date provided ho gives bis 
sisters no trouble about the property; If 
he should this gift must be annulled." 

Edith Ross and Mattie R- Gnlt are 
given power to dispose of the shares left 
them oy will and In event either should 
marry, the house and garden goes to the 
one remaining single. Sixty acres of the 
place, not Included In the home tract, 
go to the three daughters. 

Regarding her son the testatrix con¬ 
cludes the last codicil written by her as 
follows: . , . 

"Girls, l bequeath your brother. John 
to you. help him If you can and may our 
dear Lord help us all." 

Killed By Tfcmk Explosion, 

Annie Glasser. the administratrix of 
her husband. Fhllllp Glasscr. who died as 
the result of Injuries received by the ex¬ 
plosion of gasoline which leaked from a 
tank oar on the Thirty-first street tracks 
June 14 Inst, filed suit yesterday against 
tho Southern Railway Company. the 
Kentucky and Indiana Bridge and Rail¬ 
road Company and the Union Tank Line 
Company for *50.000 as damages.
